We, the Tennessee State Sportsmen’s Association, in giving our 
programme to the public, give also our rules for the Bench, Show and 
Field Trials, together with tables, showing the scale of points by 
which the judges will be governed in their awards. We are deter¬ 
mined to inaugurate Bench Shows and Field Trials with a grand suc¬ 
cess; and, to do so, we have spared no trouble or expense to carry 
them to a satisfactory issue. We now appeal to all sportsmen to do 
<A«t> part by sending their dogs, even If unable to come with them 
themselves, assuring them that, should they be sent to P. H. Bryson, 
Secretary of the Tennessee State Sportsmen’s Association, they shall 
receive every care and attention, and shall be returned, without de¬ 
lay, as soon as the exhibition is over. We give this, our appeal, to 
the sportsmen of every State in the Union, In the Bill consciousness 
that nothing has been omitted that will tend to their satisfaction, and 
reminding them that our endeavor Is, or ought to be, dear to the heart 
of every sportsman who loves the dog and gun. In conclusion, we 
return our thanks to the editor of the Forett and Stream, whose valu¬ 
able paper lias given us great assistance In getting Up our rules and 
scale of points. In one thing we have differed from him, i. in not 
giving points for retrieving; and we will endeavor to show, briefly, 
one or two of our principal reasons for so doing. Having gone thor¬ 
oughly into the matter, and discussed all the points, for and against, 
we decided as we have. 

First:—As two or three of our (thought to be) best dogs would have 
been withdrawn from the Field Trial, being non-retrlevers, If we Tiaij 
allowed points for retrieving; and as the principle use of Field Trials 
is to And out our best dogs, and breed to them for the purpose of im¬ 
proving the breeds of pointers and setters, we considered that the 
withdrawal of all non-retrievers would be a great blow to the chief 
object to be gained by Field Trials. 

Second:—It was considered that nine out of ten dogs would gain 
their points for retrieving too easily; and the tenth, though, perhaps, 
a better dog at all points than the winner, might lose the prize 
through failing to retrieve what, perhaps, no other dog In the Held 
would have beeu able to do had it been his time to retrieve. 

Third:—And (this we think of great Importance) we considered 
that it would. If taken as a precedent, create great dissatisfaction 
among the minority (certainly, we think) of sporting men, by ruling 
out from Fleld4' r,a,s those who do not believe in retrieving pointers 
and setters, and that there are many who believe so. we cannot dis¬ 
pute: vide Field and Si-ream, and also Turf, Field and Farm. Furth¬ 
er-more, we see no reason for allowing the points as heretofore used, 
for everybody is satisfied with them as they are, and If changed many 
would be dissatisfied; and, therefore, we consider it would be doing 
harm to the sporting Interests generally should we allow points for 
retrieving as suggested by the editor of the Foreet and Stream.

field,-I did not hear a single shot fired in the direction of the marshes 
I intended beating that day, aiid I knew my chance of success was first 
rate. 

It was a delightful day for shooting. The sky was but slightly over¬ 
cast with thin, white clouds, the air cool and bracing, the sun shining 
the birds singing—every thing apparently rejoicing at release from’ 

the Icy hands of Winter, made It just such a morning as one selects 

for a day in the especial line we are writing of. 

Not much time was consumed in traversing the distance between the 
city limits and the site of our morning’s beat, and I am in the marshes 
my dog has pointed, the game is flushed, killed aud bagged in a very 
few minutes. The dog is soon rauglug cleverly aud closely,aud shortly 
points once more. Tills time two birds are flushed, two barrels belch 
out their contents, and they too are retrieved, and over as many addl- 
tlonal points I Boon bag nine more birds. 

But here’s the trouble. Only twelve birds on the best marsh in the 
county, and I want three times as many. Here 1 stop aud ransack my 
store of experience, and the happy thought presents itself that as the 
weather had been foul for some days, and cold the night before the 
Snipe are in covert. I knew just where to find them, and I did’And 
them—in deep thickets 1 on the border of a large marsh, whence I had 
many a time issued with pockets filled with woodcock—and it was a 
pleasant thing to see with what ease they flew out and in and through 
those brakes, and it was especially a pleasant thing to Bee how accom¬ 
modatingly the moat of them stopped when invited so to do by from 
one to a half dozen number 8 shot. 

Not to weary you, I bagged ten more birds in the covert, and, as the 
day had grown warm and pleasant, I once more betook myself to the 
open ground aud soon had the satisfaction of seeing my dog standing 
staunchly and beautifully as only a Setter can stand, and upon ap¬ 
proaching him I find that he is not mistaken—that die bird is there 

I flush and again bag my game. Mac points again in less than live 
minutes, and once more 1 am successful. This is repeated again and 
again, until tired, wet, hungry, with my pockets full—but happy of 
course, I leave the marshes behind me. and turn m.y steps joyfully 
homeward.

SINGLE birds. 

Rui.eI. Traps, Rise and Boundaries. —All matches shall he shot 
from Lever Traps, set five yards apart. The rise sliall be twenty-one 
yards, and the boundaries eighty yards, measured from a point equi¬ 
distant from mid In a direct line between the two traps. 

Rule 2. At the Score, Rise of Birds, Oun Below the Elbow, etc. — 
When a person is at the score, and ready to shoot,he is to call, ‘‘puli;’ ' 
should the bird not fly when the trap is sprung, the shooter may de¬ 
clare no bird; lint should the bird fly before such declaration is made, 
it will be considered a bird. Simula the trap be sprung without Ills 
having given the word, lie may take the bird or not: but if be shoots 
the bird sliall be scored. Tim party sliall not leave tlie score to Bhoot, 
and must hold the butt of the gnu below the elbow until the bird 
takes wing; anil in case of infraction of this rule, the bird shall lie 
scored as missed. All birds must be on the wing when shot at. 

Rule 3. Miss-First. —Should the gun miss ure, the shooter shall 
have a.iothcr bird, provided the gun is properly loaded. If using n 
double barrel gun, only one barrel shall be loaded, and at the Bcore. 
In case of infraction of this last clause, the bird shall be scored as lost. 

Rule 4. Securing and Scoring Birds. —It shall be optional witli the 
party shooting to secure Ilia own bird, or appoint a person for that 
purpose. Tlie party wlio starts for the bird must secure—time al¬ 
lowed, three minutes. No extraneous means sliall be used to gather 
it; end no person, exce.pt tlie one gathering tlie bivd, shall go between 
the referee and bird. Birds must show shot marks. If a bird flies out 
of bounds, it sliall be scored os missed. 

Rule 6. Bird on the Ground. —If a bird is shot at when on the 
ground, it shall be scored a lost bird. 

RuleS. Charge of Shot. —The charge of shot shall be 1J^ ounces, 
measured by Dixon measure, No. 1106, or 1107. Charge of powder un¬ 
limited. Tlie referee sliall, at the request of any person engaged in 
tlie match, examine the charge of any person challenged. Should it 
contain more thon l} ounce of shot, as above defined,lie shall forfeit 
all Ills rights in tlie match.

THE FOLLOWING ADDRESS: 

The sportsmen throughout the country have seen the necessity oi l 
united and determined action with reference to the protection of 
game. It is a subject the importance of which is daily being more 
and more impressed upon their minds for a very obvious reason—the 
decrease of game. The lovers of the gun and rod are not the oulv 
ones interested In this question, and in the deliberations of the Con¬ 
vention; but every gentleman in the country, from Maine to Califor- 
nla, js equally Interested. To devise some incans to bring about the 
required object we have come together here to-day to consult, to ad¬ 
vise, and to discuss, to receive anti give opinions, to suggest and rc- 
eeive suggestions. We have those here to-day who have given the 
subject careful consideration, and who are eminently able to consider 
it in all Its bearings. Gentlemen whose names are familiar- to all 
sportsmen are here to-day to lend their aid and counsel, and I have no 
doubt but that the result of our consultations and deliberations will 
be ultimately of great benefit. We will go home to our State Associ¬ 
ations and our local clulie with much valuable information, and witli a 
renewed determination to use our best endeavors to procure the pass¬ 
age of better Iaw6 to secure the preservation of game, and more lib- 
eral laws for the propagation, the cullure, and the preservation of 
fish—that most delicious article of food.

SALMON FISHING IN CANADA. 

It will be seeu by the following letter from Mr. Andrew Clerk, to 
his partner, Mr. L. H. Abbey, that he and his brother, Doctor Clerk, 
are having royal sport on the Grand River, in Canada, of which they 
hold the lease. 

The run of the salmon this year has been something marvelous, far 
exceeding that of any previous year. Up to the date of this letter 
the brothers Clerk had killed one hundred and forty-eight fish, where¬ 
as somewhere between seventy and eighty has been the usual score hi 
preceding seasons: 

Cami* on Grand River, July 26. 1874. 

My Dear Abbey.—S ince writing you last, the weather hus been 
very unfavorable for fishing, being very warm and clear, and the sky 
almost without a cloud. The river is so very low that it is hard get¬ 
ting our canoes up or down the same. 

Last Thursday 1 started down the river uuder very favorable auspi¬ 
ces, but from some cause or other the fish would not bite. I only cap¬ 
tured one fish, and lie in the same pool in which I took my first fish in 
coming up. My brother thinks they must have been disturbed by ot¬ 
ters, having seen their tracks the same day on ttie sand, some distance 
below the camp. 1 stayed all that night at Servls’, and next day, com¬ 
ing up, I captured five salmon, although apparently the weather was 
uot nearly so favorable for fishing as the day previous. In one of the 
lower pools I hooked n flue fish. He ran me very hard up and down 
the pool for some time, so t bat 1 got completely tired out. I handed 
the rod to Peter, my guide, stating at the same time that I thought 
the fish must be hooked foul, as I could not in the least control his mo¬ 
tions. After Peter took the rod lie went up to the top of the pool (a 
very long one), and then made h dead rush down again as fast as lie 
could run and let out line, and then down the rapids lie went like a 
race horse. Down, down he went through two other smaller pools, to 
the pool known as Kelt Pool. At last both the guides disappeared, I 
having given the gafi to Oliver, who had arrived witli his canoe at the 
time the salmon was passing tiie first rapids; but over some 
low bushes, at the angle point of the fourth pool, 1 could see the grace¬ 
ful curve of my split bamboo reflecting the sun’s rays, and I knew that 
the fish “was still “there." Here a long struggle ensued. At last I 
noticed that roy rod had lost its graceful bend, and became as straight 
as an srrow. I thought to myself, then, that either one of two things 
must have happened—that he had got away, or had been gaffed. Af¬ 
ter a few minutes Peter and Oliver made their appearance, and I could 
descry In the distance some small object being carried by them, which 
proved to be a fine salmon of 1C lbs., hooked through one of the pecto¬ 
ral fins. It took over an houvto land this fish. 

1 mentioned in a former letter of there being 160 salmon In the 
Rouud Rock Pool, principally small. There are now about 100 in the 
Grand Pool, principally large. There is one we particularly notice— 
a sort of wandering vagabond—that' we should judge to be over 60 
lbs.; but nothing that I can do will tempt these large fish to take the 
fly. There will be some day, I hope, when they will be in humor 
You must remember the rock at Grand Pool, where I used to sit wait¬ 
ing for the waters to be troubled. Well, off* that same rock there is a 
fine fish of some 26 lbs., that seems to claim my acquaintance. If he 
is there when I come to take my seat, my approach does not ih the 
least disturb him; but If not there, I have only td remain a short time 
when he is sure to make his appearance, within about three yards of 
me. 'I can distinctly count every black spot on him below and above 
the lateral line. This would prove that our friend Bracket had care¬ 
fully studied hiB four great pictures of the salmon, and that Pennell’s 
assertions that salmon and grilse never had black spots below the lat¬ 
eral line could not be correct with our salmon, whatever they might 
be in the English species. 

Up to date I have taken in all 28 salmon. If Mr. Stanton does not 
come next Thursday, I shall probably leave the following week.

TROUT FISHING. 

And now for the trout! Were the beauties actually swimming be¬ 
neath those placid, sparkling waters f We would see. We launched 
our boat, pulled away to a shoal designated by our guide, anchored, 
and dropped our lines. And now a time of silence. Daintily the lines 
were held, that the tidings of the first salute might easily reach the 
expectant angler. The silence is prolonged for some time, and then 
the Editor shouts, "I’ve got one,” and pulls away until a handsome 


fellow, weighing a pound, oomes up to the surface and makes the 
water fly hither and thither in frantic efforts to release himself. But 
no! the Editor Is wary, lets him have the line, and then gradually 
draws him nearer, until with a quick movement he throws him Into 
the boat. Our hate come off to the Editor. “ Please accept our con¬ 
gratulations, Sir.” So we other two Bald, hoping each of ub to be 
favored In the same way. We can understand now, very well, why 
the trout took the Editor's kook, first. Evidently, because the trout 
loved notoriety, and wanted to be noticed in the papers. Next a fel¬ 
low of smaller proportions called on the Minister, and was “taken In," 
in the regular way, although uot without some little excitement. The 
Merchant’s order was not long delayed, and the sport went on, until 
we thought it time to put those trout into a more appropriate place. 
We pulled to the shore, built a fire, and prepared our first rustic han- 
quet. Our trunks then revealed their treasures. Three camp kettles 
and a frying-pan, plates and bowls, tea-cups and saucers, spoons, knives 
and forks, butter, bread and cake, pepper and salt, tea and ooffee, and 
jelly, all made their appearance on demand. We had added to this 
stock on our way, a huge piece of pork and a hull-bushel of nice pota¬ 
toes. “Honor to whom honor is due." Messrs. Lovell and Pratt are 
artistic in' their cookery. The dullest appetite is sharpened to the 
keenest edge when the eye falls upon the viands which they have pre¬ 
pared. Like Oliver Twist, we each of ns that night “kept asking for 
more.” It could not be beat. We have picked out the choicest mor¬ 
sels from bills of lare in England, Scotland, Switzerland, France, and 
in different parte of our own land, but never have we had anything 
touch the luxurious portions of our palate like the food served up by 
Lovell, Pratt & Co., at Camp Mansfield. May they always catch big 
trout, and may I ever be with them, to test the flavors of their un¬ 
equalled cookery. 

When supper was over, and the dishes had been washed and laid 
away in their appropriate plpoe, we brought out our fire-arms, and in¬ 
dulged ourselves in firing, with'* our rifles at objects floating In the 
lake. That it may be understood, how we were equipped with 

shooting irons,” we will say, that we had with us only three pistols, 
three double-barreled shot-guns, and two rifles. All that we really 
wanted was a cannon. 

At last night came, and we all took our places on that beautiful bed.

But 
we slept. oAr labors as architects, travelers, anglers, and sleight-of- 
hand performers with the knife and fork, had so exhausted us, that we 
wandered away into dreamland, and were lost in happy unconscious¬ 
ness .—F oxbow Times.

NOTES FROM HIGHLAND PARK. 

Highland Park, 111 ., Sept. 3,1874. 

To the Editor ok The Field: —I promised you a line now and 
then from the “burg" in the woods. Woodcock have been very plenty 
not only on the Aux Plaines bottom land, hut also on the Skodie 
slough. The hot day weather all through the month of July, drove 
them out of the timber into tiie wild rice and flags in the sloughs. 

You can bet your bottom dollar it was hot work for the shooter, and 
the old dog, too—beating through the ditches with the flags two to 
four feet above our heads. However, the birds were plenty enough to 
make up, and the shooting much easier than in the willows. We also 
found some birds on the Aux Plaines near Libertyville, but only a few 
as both Chicago and Waukegan parties had been over the ground be¬ 
fore us. Prairie chickens are not as plenty west of here ns they have 
been for two years back. Still myself and friends have bagged a few. 
1 took my grand hunt ou the 15th at Rochellb, where 1 went as the 
guest of a farmer, James A. Woodworth, Esq.,—a thorough and en¬ 
thusiastic sportsman. We made a very respectable bag, on Saturday, 
and killed twenty birds to wind up with, in about two hours on Mon¬ 
day morning before the traiu left. Ruffed grouse are very plenty here 
thiB year. Two of us bagged five from one covey; all well grown 
birds, and I hear of others having been shot. Pigeons have been go¬ 
ing south since Sunday, and “pigeon pie” is the standard dish now. 
There are several coveys of quail in this vicinity that I am watching 
closely—or rather, 1 might say, I am watching the “pot-hunters”—and 
when October rolls around, the old dog and myself propose giving 
them a turn. 

Unless we get rain, and plenty of it, there will be no snipe on the 
Skodie this fall. The ground is as dry as powder where last year at 
this time there was from one to two feet of water. As for the ducks 
and geese, you know our county gets its iymie of “Lake” from its nu¬ 
merous bodies of water, and if there are no waterfowl here, there will 
certainly be the usual quantity at Fox Grass Lakes. 

A number of us spent a few days last month at Stewart’s, on Cedar 
and Deep Lakes. Our catch of fish was nothing to brag of, but we had 
a first rate time. Sinoe our return, Mr. C. W. Belden, who is spend¬ 
ing the summer at the Highland Park House, captured and brought 
over two pickerel measuring respectfully thirty three and thirty six 
inches—the largest weighing about ten pounds. 

Will Mr. Horsefall,—or some one else who is posted—give us a re¬ 
medy for fleas; all of the old ones are very severe on a dog. 1 have 
read with considerable interest, a letter taken from a Wisconsin pa¬ 
per, which appears in your last issue. I want to say, for one, that I

THE DROPPER.

—The Queen’s Connty Agricultural Society holds Its 33d annual ex¬ 
hibition at Mineola, L. I., on Ootober 7, 8, and 9. Among other at¬ 
tractions will be a bench show of sporting dogs. This promises to be 
a very fine display, as many gentlemen have promised to send their 
kennels merely to encourage the enterprise, and without a thought of 
competing for the prizes. 


We will now say a few words on the mixture of the pointer nnd set¬ 
ter which ought to be termed mongrel, but we call It by courtesy 
dropper. 

Having seen the discussion in an eastern journal on the subject, 
which we have read with great pleasure, more especially the letters 
on the weak, we ought to say, on the wrong side of the question, by 
Guido, who evidently is a first-rate lawyer, or if not. ought to be, for 
when reading Mb letters, we are almost persuaded that he is right, and 
it is only after taking our eyes off them that we can sete the great 
harm he might possibly do to the sporting world in general, if it were 
not that sportsmen will not be misled by such evidently erroneous 
opiulons, no matter how well equipped or how logical they may ap¬ 
pear to be when reading them. 

The only reason we can assign lor gentlemen breeding a pointer to 
a setter Is that they want to have a dog uniting the characteristics of 
both breeds. Now, if this could be carried out so as to give us a new 
breed distinct to Itself, there might be something said in its favor, 
but nature protests, for we invariably And the cross to present all the 
characteristics in full, of one breed or the other, and we do not sup¬ 
pose the most ardent upholder of the dropper will contend for one 
moment that a No. 1 dropper pointer is superior to a No. 1 full 
blooded one and the same of the setter. We give of our own knowledge' 
one instance where great harm might tiave occurred from a dropper, 
and have no doubt if gentlemen will raise droppers they will be by no 
means rare. We are acquainted with a gentleman who is, at the pre¬ 
sent moment, the owner of a very flue pointer dog, which has taken 
the fancy of several sporting gentlemen who breed pure blooded stock, 
so much so, that they have requested him to allow them to use his dog 
in their kennels; he consented, not having the slightest idea that bis 
dog was not full-blooded. Sinoe then, it turns out that he Is part 
dropper: now unless this had been found out in time he might have 
have perpetrated a race of anything but full-blooded stock, and their 
owners might have been astonished two or three generations hence on 
finding their pointer bitches throwing setter puppies, and might have 
great trouble in finding out where the mischiefoccurred, and possibly 
have to condemn the whole of their brood bitches. Again, what a pro¬ 
lific source of annoyance this breeding of droppers would be as regards 
field trials. 

If this breeding of droppers had been simply a matter of undivided 
taste we should not have felt called upon to say anything on the sub¬ 
ject, but as it is a positive harm to the whole sporting community, we 
feel that we ought not to let the matter pass without a word of warning 
to our readers.

OUR DUCKS. 

To the Editor of The Field:-I send you a few notes on the liabitB 
of our water fowl, hoping that they will prove instructive to your 
readers. I begin with 

The Wood Duck, (Aix Sponsa ) 

as it is by far the superior of any of its family for richness and variety 
of plumage. It is called wood duck because of the fact that it breeds 
in hollow trees; and also summer duck, as it remains with us all sum¬ 
mer. It is known in all parts of the United States. It rarely visits 
the sea shore or salt marshes, its favorite haunt being the solitary, 
deep, and muddy creeks, ponds and mill dams of the interior. They 
seldom fly in flocks of more than three or four, and most commonly in 
pairs or alone. The note of the drake \epeet, peet: but when standing 
as sentinel, he sees danger, he makes a noise like a young cock, oe eekf 
0 $ 6sk/ Their food consists mostly of acorns; the seed of wild oats, 
and insects. Their flesh Is at times excellent. The followers of 
Isaac Walton are generally much more familiar with this fowl than 
the professed shooter, as they, in pursuit of their favorite amusement, 
spend much of their time In the quiet and secluded haunts of these 
birds. 

The Blue Winged Teal , (QuerquedulaDiscors,) 
is scattered all over the United States, from the Atlantic to the Rocky 
Mountains. They are among the first of the waterfowl that visit the 
Delaware and Chesapeake from the north. They arrive in September 
and stay until the frost drives them farther south. The Bhooters on 
the Delaware kill great numbers from the reeds over stool-ducks set 
out in the mud; they dart down to decoys without the least hesitation, 
and fall to eating as though surrounded by companions as busy ns 
themselves. They stool better if the stools are set in the mud, than if 
in the water. Their favorite food is the seed of wild oats, and they 
become very fat feeding upon them. Their flight is very swift, and 
they fly with considerable noise, drooping suddenly very much like 
woodcock. 

The Mallard {Anas Boechas) 

Is so well known, that there is hardly any need of an accouut of their 
habit: they are found in every habitable part of the globe, and their 
flesh is esteemed by all. They are found in quantities on the Dela¬ 
ware, and may be easily shot over decoys, the gunuer being hid in the 
reeds, within gun shot of his stools. T. Umijellus.

Tou give them a 
pup: and for ever more, as long as its useless lire lasts, you are cursed 
with his appearance loafing round town, or hearing of him fetching 
ducks, treeing squirrels, or some devilment or other. Now, as long as 
these ideas last, and the sportsmen in the neighborhood are all wailing 
for some half bred pointer bitch to be coufined, bo that they can get 
a “bird dog”—so long will it be impossible almost to find a good dog, 
and so long will the majority of our western dogs be the miserable, 
low-bred, mean plucked brutes they so often are—and I will pledge 
you my word that in all my shooting experience lu the west, I never 
hunted in company with a team of really well-broke dogs, and, in 
many cases I have had to give up shooting with the best and pleasant¬ 
est of men, on accouut of these dogs ■ umilng in; and I have known men 
actually choke birds out of the throa'ts of their dogs when they have 
caught and swallowed them. These dogs retrieved, and it is hard for 
a dog to down charge, and see all this and keep good himself.
